In  reporting  upon  the  work  of  this  Society  for  the  past  year, 
the  Board  of  Managers  have  the  satisfaction  of  recording  the 
smooth  progress  of  an  established  and  well  ordered  system. 
That  the  work  of  the  Society  is  maintained  at  its  accustomed 
level  is  attested  by  the  figures  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief’s  report 
where  facts  of  interest  to  our  many  friends  will  be  found 
grouped. 

The  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  two  years’  experi- 
ment with  an  Adult-Ward,  for  which  a friend  had  given  us 
$8,000.  During  the  two  years,  154  patients  have  been  admitted, 
receiving  9,954  days  of  treatment  at  a total  expense  of 
$13,575.18,  towards  which  they  have  contributed  $3,773.86;  our 
unknown  friend  has  contributed  $8,000,  leaving  a balance  of 
$1,801.32  to  be  borne  by  the  general  funds  of  the  Society. 

Our  friend’s  wish  in  inducing  us  to  undertake  this  work 
had  been  to  afford  relief  to  a class  of  sufferers  who  would  not 
be  permitted  to  stay  in  other  hospitals  for  a period  long  enough 
to  effect  a cure.  The  experiment  has  been  a success,  the  amount 
of  good  effected  very  great,  and  although  our  friend’s  subscrip- 
tion has  not  been  continued,  and  so  the  entire  cost  of  the  ward 
falls  on  our  general  funds,  we  have  continued  the  service  and 
point  with  satisfaction  to  the  results  accomplished.

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This  year,  as  for  several  years  past,  propositions  have  been 
made  to  us  looking  towards  the  establishment  of  a country  hos- 
pital in  conjunction  with  our  own;  in  most  instances  we  have 
been  offered  the  ground  without  suitable  buildings,  and  we  have 
been  compelled  to  decline  the  offers  because  we  have  not  been 
able  to  see  whence  we  could  obtain  the  money  for  buildings  and 
equipment,  or  for  running  expenses  when  equipped.  The  latest 
proposition  which  we  have  now  before  us,  is  for  a seaside  home 
with  large  buildings  fully  equipped  but  without  any  fund  for 
running  expenses,  which  from  the  liberal  scale  on  which  the 
buildings  are  planned,  must  necessarily  be  large.  Medical 
authorities  agree  that  the  sea  air  is  the  best  for  tuberculous 
cases  such  as  form  a large  part  of  our  inmates.  Every  one 
agrees  that  there  is  no  place  like  the  seashore  for  the  pleasure 
of  children.  The  proposed  site  could  be  easily  and  cheaply 
reached  by  trolley.  In  short  the  only  question  is  the  cost  of 
maintenance.  Our  present  work  in  the  City  overtaxes  our 
resources  and  we  must  hesitate  to  accept  new  annual  expenses 
without  obtaining  the  support  of  new  friends  and  renewing  the 
support  of  old  friends.  During  the  last  year  we  have  reduced 
our  cost  of  maintenance  from  $109,438.86  in  1904,  to  $101,200.03 
in  1905,  while  we  have  maintained  both  the  volume  and  efficiency 
of  the  work.  The  trustees  personally  subscribed  $10,000.  A 
legacy  of  $25,000.00  was  received  from  the  estate  of  an  old  and 
valued  friend.  We  were  also  aided  by  the  liberality  of  Dr.  Virgil 
P.  Gibney  and  of  Dr.  Wm.  T.  Bull.  By  these  means  we  were  able 
to  make  both  ends  meet  without  trenching  on  our  endowment. 
Our  regular  income  is,  however,  insufficient  for  our  work  by 
about  $40,000  a year.  For  this  sum  we  must  look  to  the  friends 
and  public  who  have  ever  supported  our  work.

Gentlemen. — It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Forty-Second 
Annual  Report  of  your  Hospital,  and  furnish  the  details  of  the 
work  which  compares  favorably  with  that  done  in  preceding 
years. 

The  large  number  of  N'ew  Patients  surpasses  that  of  any 
year  during  the  last  decade.  11,305  is  an  increase  of  2.2%,  and 
about  11%  of  the  average  for  the  preceding  10  years. 

The  Staff  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  has  been  able  to 
handle  this  large  number  with  ease  and  satisfaction.  The 
Adult  Ward  for  women,  and  the  four  wards  for  children,  fur- 
nish ample  accommodation  for  all  that  need  Hospital  treat- 
ment. If  an  Adult  Male  Ward  could  be  added  to  our  equip- 
ment, our  Plant  would  be  complete. 

In  a report  I had  the  honor  of  making  to  the  American  Or- 
thopedic Association,  in  June,  of  The  Adult  Ward  for  the  First 
Two  Years  ending  March  1st,  1905,  I was  warranted  in  closing 
as  follows: 

“We  claim  that  the  above  report,  incomplete  as  it  is,  fur- 
nishes abundant  evidence  in  favor  of  an  extension  of  such  wards 
in  Orthopedic  Hospitals.  The  Male  Adult  should  be  consid- 
ered, and  families  dependent  on  his  exertion  would  be  less 
and  less  a charge  on  the  community. 

For  reasons,  therefore,  humanitarian  and  economical,  we 
continue  our  plea  for  Hospitals  in  which  the  Adult  Cripple,  Male 
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or  Female,  may  receive  the  same  scientific  treatment  that  has 
long  been  meted  out  to  the  Children.” 

In  the  Hernia  Department  the  number  of  out-patients  is 
greater  this  year  by  98,  the  total  being  4,852.  This  service  has 
been  most  efficiently  conducted  by  the  Assistant  Surgeons  and 
their  Clinical  Assistants,  and  trusses  and  bandages  have  been  fur- 
nished gratuitously  to  the  greater  part  of  these  patients.  The 
operations  for  hernia  have  numbered  193,  26  less  than  last  year. 
The  results  have  been  perfectly  satisfactory ; no  deaths  have 
occurred ; all  wounds  have  healed  promptly  without  complica- 
tions ; no  “relapses”  or  cases  showing  a re-appearance  of  the 
hernia  have  been  noted.  This  year  the  accommodation  afforded 
by  the  adult  ward  permitted  its  benefits  to  be  extended  to  24 
female  adults  who  underwent  successful  operations.  These 
patients  are  referred  from  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and 
there  is  always  a much  greater  number  of  males  under  treat- 
ment who  require  operation,  and  are  unable  to  have  it  done 
in  this  Hospital.  It  would  be  a great  benefit  if  the  unexcelled 
facilities  for  operations  could  by  the  establishment  of  an  adult 
ward  for  males  be  extended  to  this  class  of  patients. 

Operations  for  hernia,  193,  against  219  last  year,  a decrease 
of  26.  24  adult  females  were  operated  upon  for  hernia,  8 in- 

guinal, 13  femoral,  3 umbilical,  no  relapses  or  bad  results  to 
date.  98  more  patients  were  treated  in  the  hernia  section  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department  last  year  than  the  year  previous, 
the  figures  being  for  1904,  4,754,  and  for  1905,  4,&52- 

During  the  year  we  have  made  more  use  of  the  Roof  Garden ; 
conducting  the  Kindergarten  in  the  open  air,  except  in  the  most 
inclement  weather.  Nearly  all  of  our  inmates,  during  the  Sum- 
mer months,  were  the  guests  of  our  friends,  who  take  so  much 
pleasure  in  furnishing  outings  in  their  well-appointed  places  in 
the  country. 

The  Robin’s  Nest,  our  faithful  ally,  has  become  more  deeply 
interesting  than  ever ; entertaining  most  liberally  59  children, 
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from  May  ist  to  October  16th.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  person- 
ally examine  the  different  groups  that  returned,  and  the  im- 
proved health  and  freedom  with  which  they  got  about,  and  with 
which  they  walked,  were  noticeable  features. 

The  Convalescent  Home  for  Babies,  at  Sea  Cliff,  Long 
Island,  receive  children  of  younger  years.  Here  19  of  our  little 
ones  were  well  entertained  from  May  25th  to  October  23rd. 
These  were  also  among  our  prize  patients  this  Fall,  and,  like 
those  from  Robin’s  Nest  were  greatly  benefited  by  their  sojourn 
in  the  country. 

A delightful  home  at  “Blythedale”,  Hawthorne,  New  York, 
took  good  care  of  four  children  from  June  ist  to  July  ist. 

An  institution  that  has  long  aided  us,  and  that  we  feel  greatly 
indebted  to,  is  the  Children’s  Aid  Society.  64  of  our  children 
at  Bath  Beach,  Long  Island,  from  July  ist  to  September  9th, 
enjoyed  to  the  full  the  sea  breezes  and  the  generous  diet  pro- 
vided. 

We  are  under  many  obligations  to  the  New  York  Associa- 
tion for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor.  The  Hospital 
opened  at  Coney  Island  in  the  Summer  of  1904.  It  was  largely 
filled  by  patients  both  from  the  In-door  and  Out-door  Depart- 
ments of  the  Hospital  for  Ruptured  and  Crippled.  There  are 
eight  cases  from  the  In-door  Department  and  14  from  the  Out- 
door Department,  all  of  whom,  with  two  exceptions,  have  done 
remarkably  well,  that  is,  they  have  gained  in  weight  and  the 
diseases  for  which  they  were  admitted  have  been  held  under 
good  control.  The  great  advantage  which  these  patients  have 
enjoyed  is  nine  to  twelve  months  continuous  residence  at  the 
seashore. 

Many  of  our  children,  from  lack  of  accommodation,  have 
not  been  able  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a Summer  home,  and  to 
Miss  Minnie  Dreyfus  of  the  Crippled  Children’s  Driving  Fund, 
we  are  greatly  indebted  for  the  joy  and  pleasure  afforded  32  of 
our  little  patients,  for  semi-weekly  drives  through  Central  Park 
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and  the  Riverside  Drive,  from  May  ist  to  November  ist. 

We  are  obliged  to  retain  in  the  Hospital  a number  of  chil- 
dren for  months  beyond  the  time  when  they  should  be  dis- 
charged, because  they  need  some  further  observation  and  the 
care  of  splints.  All  of  this  could  be  done  in  the  Out-Patient 
Department,  if  these  children  with  Tubercular  Joint  Diseases 
could  be  properly  cared  for. 

This  emphasizes  the  crying  necessity  for  a Country  Hos- 
pital, preferably  at  the  Seaside ; under  the  control  of  this  Insti- 
tution. If  such  a Hospital  could  be  provided,  we  could  then 
cut  down  our  City  Work,  especially  the  Hospital  branch. 

The  plan  which  I would  suggest,  if  practicable,  would  be 
that  we  have  a smaller  City  Hospital,  with  a larger  Out-Patient 
Department,  and  a large  Country  Branch  where  the  Chronic 
Diseases  could  be  treated,  reserving  the  City  Branch  for  the 
emergency  work,  more  particularly. 

As  in  years  past,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  speak  in  un- 
stinted praise  of  the  men  and  women  associated  with  me  in  this 
good  work.  The  Matron  has  worked  in  perfect  accord  with 
the  Medical  Staff ; the  Nurses  have  been  kind  and  efficient,  so 
that  there  seldom  comes  any  complaint  from  the  parents  or 
friends. 

On  numerous  occasions  we  have  called  upon  members  of  the 
Consulting  Staff,  and  all  have  responded  promptly,  and  their 
counsel  has  been  most  helpful.  In  thanking  them,  I am  quite 
sure  of  your  hearty  concurrence. 

The  tables  appended  have  been  prepared  by  the  Registrar, 
who  fills  his  post  with  commendable  zeal.

CERTIFICATE  OF  INTENTION  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  YORK 
SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


The  undersigned  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  charitable  object  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be- 
come a body  corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business 
of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  “Act  for  Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific, 
and  Missionary  Societies,”  passed  April  12,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts  supple- 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  institution  shall  be  known  in 
law  is,  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

II.  That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  a Society  shall  be  to 
supply  skillfully  constructed  surgico-mechanical  appliances  and  the  treat- 
ment of  in-  and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring  supports  ; 
also  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the  relief 
and  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to 
make  these  benefits  available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary. one  Recording  Secretary,  and  twelve  members  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following-named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz  : Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C.  Green, 
Stewart  Brown,  A.  R Wetmore.  William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hart- 
ley, Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolfe.  Enoch  L.  Fancher,  James  Knight,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
John  W.  Quincy,  Thomas  Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Tal- 
bot, J.  F.  Sheafe,  Henry  S.  Terbell,  Nathan  Bishop. 

V.  That  the  amount  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the 
Society  shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the 
limitations  of  the  law.

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 

Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate.  Passed  April  23,  1867. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise  or  otherwise, 
and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  personal 
property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  any  such  devise  shall  be  subject 
to  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven , entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty  eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  New  Yoilc  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal 
Estate .’  ” Passed  June  2,  1886;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy -seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  entitled  -An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,’  ” is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§ 1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  to  hold,  transler,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  corporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  pr<  perty  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  such  bequest 
and  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills ; and 
provided  further  that  no  salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  or 
received  by  any  Trustee  or  Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds  or 
property  of  the  Society. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION  AND 
BY-LAWS. 


As  Revised  February  18,  1864  ; Amended  June  9,  1868,  October  9,  1869,  and 

April  25,  1876. 


Objects  of  the  Society. 

The  ohiocts  nf  the  S<->He'<’  qro  t«  anplv  skillfully  constructed  surgico- 
mechanical  appliances,  for  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients,  and 
those  requiring  trusses,  spring  supports,  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and 
apparatus  for  the  cure  of  cripplps,  both  adults  and  children,  on  such  con- 
ditions as  will  make  their  benefits  available,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the 
poorest  in  the  city  free  of  charge. 
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Contributors  to  the  Support  cf  the  Institution. 

Each  annual  contributor  of  five  dollars  and  upward  shall  be  entitled  to 
recommend  out  door  patients. 

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  have 
for  life  the  privilege  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall 
be  denominated  a Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  foregoing  contributors. 

Free  Beds. 

1.  A donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during 
life,  to  place  a child  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment ; and  when  such  child 
is  removed  to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A donation  or  bequest  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver 
(as  soon  as  the  money  is  received)  to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity  ; the 
rights  to  be  transmitted  in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contributor  to  the 
treatment  of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  or  of  such 
a patient  for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to  the  Institution. 

Rules  Governing  Patients. 

1.  The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  non-resident  patients  shall  be 
from  1 to  3 o’clock  P.  M.  daily,  Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at  the 
Hospital  for  inspection,  as  directed  by  the  Surgeon-in  Chief  or  his  Assist- 
ants. may  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  further  free  treatment  at  the 
Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a resident  patient  whose  case  does  not 
require  the  particular  benefits  of  this  Hospital ; nor  shall  any  who  have 
the  small-pox  or  measles,  or  any  malignant,  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  be  received  into  any  ward  with  other  patients.  In  all  cases,  be- 
fore reception  of  a patient,  careful  examination  shall  be  made  to  determine 
whether  the  symptoms  are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  upon  such  conditions  and  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  determine  the 
same,  as  far  as  may  be  expedient,  by  general  rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any  gift  from  a 
patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  such  patient  may  be 
immediately  discharged  by  the  Surgeon-in  Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  re- 
port such  discharge,  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a contagious  or  infectious  disease  will  be 
forthwith  removed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  notice  given  at  the  same 
time  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  patient. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  the 
permission  of  the  Superintendent ; nor  shall  a resident  patient  be  re- 
moved or  discharged  therefrom  without  a written  permit  or  discharge 
from  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  or  House  Surgeon. 

9.  No  article  of  anv  description  belonging  to  a patient  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent ; and  all 
articles  brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  patients,  as  donations,  or 
otherwise,  must  be  given  in  the  first  place  to  the  Superintendent  for  ex- 
amination and  record.
